Ho explained that ttic 
proposed purallel parking 
on the south side of W. Sier¬ 
ra Madre Blvd., from the 
First Western Bank to Hap¬ 
py’s Liquor Store would re¬ 
duce the parking spaces 
from 34 to 17, or .50 per cent. 

In order to get a discus¬

Steele Must

New State Agencies Burden Taxpayers

SACRAMENTO—One rea¬ 
son California’s cost of gov¬ 
ernment is more than two 
and a half billion dollars a 
year, and scheduled to go 
higher next year, is the fact 
that each succeeding Legis¬ 
latures creates new state 
agencies, without bothering 
to eliminate old and useless 
agencies prior Legislatures 
have created. 

The result is a continuing 
expansion o f government, 
draining more and more 
money from the taxpayers’ 
pockets, and from California 
businesses striving to create 
wealth, rather than dissipate 
it on fat bureaucracy. 

The 1961 Legislature cre¬ 
ated nearly 20 new state 
agencies. Some of these, 
even though they may in¬ 
crease operating costs of 
government, may in the 
long run result in some sav¬ 
ings for the taxpayers, such 
as the beginning of the 
state’s reorganization plan 
submitted by Governor Ed¬ 
mund G. Brown. It is yet too 
early to tell.

Nixon and Governorship 

It would be most unwise for former Vice President 
Richard M. Nixon to run for Governor of California. 

Especially so if he plans to again seek the Republican 
Presidential nomination in 1964. 

First, he would face a contest in the primary, for there 
are others who covet the Gubernatorial nomination, notably 
Mayor Christopher of San Francisco, Joe Snell, Republican 
minority leader In the Assembly at Sacramento, and a 
Southlander; former Lt. Governor "Butch” Powers whose 
hat already is in the ring; Sheriff Pitchess of Los Angeles 
County, Supervisor Frank G. Bonelli, and finally, former 
Governor Goodwin J. Knight, who although he has made 
no announcement as to his political future, has a better 
claim on the nomination than any of the others. 

Secondly, if Nixon were elected, he would face a con¬ 
tinuously bad time with a numerically strong Democratic 
Legislature. 

Thirdly, Nixon by being elected Governor could not 
hope to balance the obvious triumph that Governor Nelson 
Rockefeller is going to achieve in New York State. 

Summed up, Nixon as Governor could encounter road¬ 
blocks which would materially injure his chances of landing 
the 1964 Presidential nomination.

IT WOULD BE better for him, by far, to maintain his 
standing as the principal Republican leader-statesman of 
the country rather than risk this through being Governor 
of California. 

'Turning to Gubernatorial strengths, statistics reveal 
that former Governor Knight can pull at least 32 per cent 
of the vastly preponderant Democratic vote in California 
and that this margin is necessary to insure election for a 
Republican candidate. 

’The same is true of votes from the minorities, notably 
the Negro vote. When he ran for his first full term as 
Governor in 1954, Knight drew 43.3 per cent of the Negro 
vote in Los Angeles, contrasted to the 25 per cent who 
balloted for Senator Tom Kuchel, also a Republican. 

By a smaller margin, Knight also did relatively well in 
the Mexlcan-American and Jewish communities, running 
ahead of the Republican ticket in these predominantly Dem¬ 
ocratic territories.

call of the rules committee. 


JUST . HOW LEGAL this 
resolution is hasn’t as yet 
been decided. The Con.stitu- 
tion gives authority only to 
the Governor to call a spe¬ 
cial session of the Legisla¬ 
ture. However, an assembling 
of the members of the lower 
house would not technically 
be a special session, so the 
resolution may comply with 
the Constitution. 

On the other hand, there 
is still a question of whether 
the Assembly itself can call 
a meeting of the 80 members 
and perform any legal act. 
The dates for calling the Leg¬ 
islature together are spe¬ 
cific in the Constitution, and 
there is no provision in the 
Constitution for either house 
to call itself together to per¬ 
form any legal act, such as 
the passage of a bill.
